FUNSTON SENDS 
A MESSAGE OF 
CONFIRMATION 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—General 
Funston reported late tonight that he 
had received official confirmation of a 
clash between Carranza and American 
troops early today near Ci e, 
Mexico. He transmitted to the war 
department the following report from 
General Bell at Il Paso: 

“There was a clash this morning et 
Carrizal near Villa Ahumada, between 
Carranza .and American troops in 
which General Gomez and other Mexi- 
cans were killed, the number un- 
Known, The number of Americans 
killed or wounded is unknown, Gen- 
eral Gomex sent a captain with au 
order to the American commander to 
#0 back, but the American command- 
er said he was going to Villa Ahum- 
uda, and opened fire on the Mexican 
captain, wounding him, Americans 
uttacked General Gomez but were 
thrown back, Prisoners were sent to 
Chihauhau., Garcia says this was tele- 
phoned at request of General Gon- 
zales. 

“An American who was on the train 
today, passing Villa Ahumada at 
2:20, uid he saw several dead Mexi- 
cans put on his train, among them a 
dead Mexican general. There were 
tuso several Mexican wounded. He 
gkathered from the talk there that the 
fight was with American cavalry nine 
miles west, and that the Americans 
were Cecoyed into a trap by the use of 
i Mexican flag of truce, and they were 
then fired upon by machine guns, Re- 
ports state our troops engaged were 
the 10th Cavalry.” 

Officials Show Grave Concern, 


Officials betrayed grave concern at 
news despatches telling of what they 
realized might be the first bloodshed 
of a war with Mexico, but none wouid 
make any formal comment. Many 
believed that while some clash might 
have occurred, it was not of a nature 
to provoke war. 

Army officers insisted that it) was 
impossible that any American efficer, 
under the standing orders issued weeks 
ago to General Pershing, would make 
vn attack on Carranza troops as indi- 
cated in the Mexican version sent 
from Juarez, 

President Wilson was told of the re 
ported clash early in the evening and 
remained up until late at night awaic- 
ing some official word regarding it, 

Wilson Awaits Official Report. 

It seemed certain that the president 
would await an official report before 
takings any drastic step in retaliating 
upon the Mexican ferces, If un Amer- 
jean commander precipitated an en- 
vagement this might have welght with 
the administration in determining its 
course of action, All commanders are 
ender instruct{ons of the most positive 
kind to avoid friction with the Mexi- 
can troops, and they have no authority 
to attack any Mexican force. 

There was no doubt at the war de- 
Lartinent that General Pershing 
would take immediate steps to relieve 
uny detachment which had been = ac- 
tacked, but it was said that, outside 
of efforts to rescue it, he would under- 
take no offensive. A formal offensive 
i inst the Carranza troops in Nor- 
thern Mexico would not be undertaken 
it is believed, unth General Funston's 
border guerd had been greatly streng- 
thened with national pruard *roops and 
several colums organized to take pos- 
session of pojnts of strategic value. 

Officials continued to express entire 
confidence in the ability of General 
Pershing to maintain his position in 
any emergency. 


AWAIT NEXT STEP 
OF CARRANZA 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, June 21—Some in- 
timation as to what General Car- 
ranza’s next step will be was expect- 
ed hourly tonight at the state de- 
partment, Official advices reported 
that the American rejection of the 
demand for the recall of General 
Pershing's troops from Mexico was 
under consideration by the first chief 
and his cabinet. Special Agent 
Rodgers, whe made the whove-men- 
tioned report, was unable to fore- 
east the action of the de facto gov- 


ernment, and threw little light on 
what was going on in the Mexican 
capital, ‘from other sources, how- 
ever, it ‘was learned that European 
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exerting pressure on 
Carranza to prevent him from going 
to war with the United States. The 
entente allies are particularly anxious, 
it is understood, that nothing should 
occur at this time to shut off the oil 
supplies for the French and /British 
navies from the Tampico fields, 
Germans Are at \Work. 

Allied diplomatic representatives in 
Mexico believe, too, that German in- 
fliences have been working on Car- 
ranza, in an effort to create a situa- 
Uon that might embarrass the ene- 
mies of the central powers, They 
have asserted that German agencies 
have been active in stirring up feel- 
ing against the United States, not 
only in Mexico, but throughout Seuth 
and Central America, to prevent this 
country from securing trade formerly 
controlled by German merchants. 

The state department had no of- 
ficial reports on the peace making 
efforts in (Mexico City, although it hag 
been informed indirectly of what is 
trans piring. 

HAttle Ground For Hope. 

A study of all (General Carranza's 
communications and actions during 
the last few months, however, has 
given little ground, officials feel, for 
a hopeful view. His attitude has been 
one of growing hostility, and officials 
are not inclined to tbelieve that it 
could be readily overcome. 

At the war department telegrams 
came during the day from many 
states, reporting the progress of the 
moblization. Scores of regiments 
are under canvas tonight. As yet no 
marching orders for the border have 
been given, ‘but they will go before 
the week is out,

WINNIPEG, June 21—The evidence 
of V. W. Horwood, former provincial 
architect, was concluded this after- 
noon in the trial of Thomas Kelly,

of detail before the case is finished, 
Mr. Kelly, who has no counsel, did not 
desire to cross-question the witness. 

Mr. Horwood stated that he and 
Kelly both sent information to BE, C. 
Shankland, « Chicago engineer, em- 
ployed in a consulting capacity on the 
parliament buildings, and he added 
that Shankland “understood the 
scheme” to get funds out of the con- 
tracts. In this “scheme,” he said, 
were Dr. Montague, Sir 
Roblin, George R. Coldwell, James H. 
Howden, Dr. R. M. Simpson, Thomas 
Kelly and himself. He stated later 
that Prof, Brydone Jack. of Winnipeg, 
another consulting engineer employed 
on the work, also “knew what was 
going on," 

The witness stated that to his know- 
ledge no corner stone was provided 
for the building, 

Capt. Schioler, who prepared a re- 
port on the parliament buildings, 
quoted many figures from it. Caisson 
foundations for the building should 
have been cheaper by about $46,000 
than the piling provided for in the 
original specifications, he said. Kelly 
was paid about $780,000 extra for 
substituting caissons. Speaking of 
reinforced concrete work, he declared 
that he found “that the average con- 
tractor who does that kind of work 
requires very careful watching.” 


COL. JAMIESON BACK FROM WAR 
PAYS TRIBUTE ALTA. DRAGOONS 


Cavalry Arm Will Yet Play Big Part in War and May Prove as Ef- 
fective on West Front as Cossacks in East, He Says—Speaks of 
Some of Edmonton Boys at Front. 


“There wasn't their equal anywhere 
in the army,” said Lieut.-Colonel F, Cc. 
Jamieson, speaking yesterday after- 
noon of the squadron of the 19th Al- 
berta Dragoons that were under his 
command at the front in August, 1914, 
“They were all men of high intelli- 
gence; 150 of the finest men in the 
British army; and over half of them 
have got commissions in the infantry 
and artillery, Canadian and Imperial, 
and in the air service.” 

Leaving the seat of war 
month ago, and Liverpool on June 
8rd, Lieut.-Colonel Jamieson arrived 
in Edmonton yesterday morning and 
Mrs. Jamieson und he are at present 
Guests of the Macdonald. He was 
called home for instructional duty, 
and it ix understood he will have com- 
mand of one of the training brigades 
at Sarcee Camp, Calgary. 

Since Colonel jJamieson ‘left ithee 
19th Alberta Dragoons the command 
has been taken over by Captain J. W. 
Tipton, who has been promoted to 
major. 

Big Part Coming For Cavalry. 

In addition to giving Interesting de- 
tails of his own command, Lieut.-Col. 
Jamieson mentioned one fact which 
indicates that the cavalry arm is yet 
expected to pluy an important part 
on the western front, and may be used 
as effectively as the Cossacks at some 
points on the Russian battle line, “The 
British,” said he, “have large bodies 
of cavalry in the rear of the trenches. 
They are ready for any emergency; 
and are in the pink of condition,’ 
“One thing struck me especially,” he 
continued, “is the way the army is 
horsed, both cavalry and artillery, 
light and heavy draft. They are all 
magnificient animals, The man who 
appreciates horses would see thous- 
ands of the finest animals he ever had 
seen, ready for the army.” 

Had Command of Mounted Troops. 

At the scene of action, from Feb, 
Sth, 1914, to a month ago, Lieut.-Col, 
Jamieson had command of the mount- 
ed troops of the First Division, cen- 
sisting of the service squadron of the 
19th Alberta Dragoons and the First 
Canadian Cyclists’ Company. They 
were in charge of a line of observa- 
tion posts in the rear of the trenches 
oceupied by the division, and kept a 
constant watch on what the Germans 
were doing. From one of the posts 
they were able to observe the move- 
ments of from 30 to 40 trains a day 
in the German lines and they were 
able to check-up the information ob. 
tained by aeroplane and infantry ob- 
servers, “Some of my men,” said the 
Colonel, “got so used to ground that 
they could tell in the morning if fresh 
earth had been turned up during the 
night.” The information they re- 
ceived was of special use to the artil- 
lery and, commented the Colonel, 


about a 


“my fellows may have been the means 
of killing more Germans in this way 
than the infantry. Some of them got 
decorations for the effective work they 
did in this way.” His command ulso 
supplied patrols, and were kept busy 
putting up wire entanglements. The 
squadron worked especially hard dur- 
ing the winter season immediately in 
the rear of the trenches, 

Were Busy at Ypres Fighting. 

“During the fighting at Ypres,” suid 
Lieut,-Colonel Jamieson, ‘‘we had an 
opportunity of making ourselves busy, 
both squadron and cyclists’ company. 
It was day and night work the first 
week. We had to send out patrols to 
find out the situation in various areas 
because as the wires were cut every 
few minutes it was extremely difficult 
for the divisional staff to know what 
was happening.” 

Stating that the Cyclists’ Company 
Was a very efficient body of men, and 
that many of them came from Ed- 
monton, the Colonel mentioned that 
Cyclist Peatie, a young fellow from 
the city, was one of the first of the 
division to be killed, 

Pays Tribute to Mercer. 

Lieut.-Colonel Jamieson said he was 
a great friend and admirer of the late 
Brigadier-General Mercer. He was a 
splendid man; very much liked and 
respected by everybody. He also said 
that the army had every confidence in 
Major-Generuls Turner and Currie, 
the commanders of the First and 
Second Canadian Divisions, 

Recalling as well as he could the 
men of his command who had receiy- 
ed commissions, Lieut.-Colonel Jamie- 
son mentioned Lieut. Ford, who went 
to the front as a corporal, and got his 
original rank when he went back to 
the navy; Lieut, Kavanagh, who was 
a sergeant and got his original rank 
in the artillery; the late Lieut. Sidney 
W. Bell, who got a commission in the 
Sth Battalion (90th Rifles, Winnipeg); 
Sub-Flight Lieut. §. W. Caws, of Lac 
Ste. Anne, who was killed in an air 
fight in September; Lieuts, Secrombe, 
10th Batt., Gough, Ist Batt, and J, 
W. Bush, in an imperial regiment, who 
had been in the R.N,W.M.P., and who 
fell in action; Lieuts. Stanley Kent 
and Louis Younger, 10th Batt,, each of 
whom won he M.C.; Sub-Flight 
Lieuts, Neville’ Robertson and Wilson, 
both of Vegreville, Alta, Fernand 
Butler, Lac Ste, Anne, J. R. Langley, 
Kdmonton, and Harry Hvans, Mac- 
jeod, who were all in the air service, 
and Lieut. Walker Taylor and Lieut. 


Chas, A, Wilson, both of Edmonton, 
who got commissions in the 49th, 
Lieut. Wilson being killed in the

Germans Make Desperate

TEUTONS TRYING TO 
SAVE TOWN OF KOVEL 


Important Railway  June- 
tion’s Capture Would 
Menace Enemy 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
LONDON, June 21 — Six Ger- 
man divisions, 120,000 men have 
been hurricd castward to check 
the Russian offensive bearing 
down upon Lemberg, Geneva de- 
spatches reported today. 


LONDON, June 21—The official 
communications issued today by the 
German, Austrain and Russian war 
offices all indicate that, as has been 
anticipated, the Germans are making 
a determined effort to resume the in- 
itiative, especially in Volhynia on the 
Styr and Stokhod Rivers, in an effort 
to prevent the Russians receiving re- 
inforcements, 

Although up to the present the 
Germans are making no striking ad- 
vances, they are clearly holding up 
their opponents, Most stubborn fight- 
ing, with fluctuating results, is pro- 
ceeding around Gruziatyn, west of 
Kolki. The Germans also are again 
attacking farther north, in the Smor- 
gen district and the region of Riga. 

A great battle is developing on the 
line of the River Bug, on a parallel 
line to be drawn through Kovel, Vla- 
dimir-Volynski and Lemberg, where 
the Germans are making desperate 
efforts to arrest the Russian advance, 
in order to prevent the important 
railway junction of Kovel from fall- 
ing into Russian hands, 

“The northern part of the front,” 
says the Daily Mail, ‘“‘seems likely to 
become as active as the southern 
part has been lately. The Germans 
know that the loss of Kovel would 
seriously affect their northern army. 
It is significant, that while they have 
transferred troops from other fronts, 
they have not moved any from this 
particular district.” 
<8fhe Morning Post's Petrograd‘ cor- 
respondent observes that the Ger- 
mans are making a_ stand before 
Kovel-Viadimir-Volynski, but that the 
Russian advance continues on both 
flanks, “encountering stubborn re- 
sistance only on the direct road to 
Lemberg and the lower reaches of the 
Stripa,.”

of the enemy, who suffered heavy 
losses,

“Aviation: On the night of 20-21 
one of our bombing groups dropped

PARRY SOUND, Ont, June 21, 
By an explosion in No, 8 charge house 
ot the Nobel works of the Canadian 
Explosives Company, Limited, about 
eight miles from here, shortly before 
noon today, five persons were killed, 
thirteen seriously injured and several 
others sustained minor injuries in the 
way of cuts and burns, Of the dead 
two died in the hospital here shortly 
after they had been brought down 

with the injured, 

How the accident occurred has not 
yet been ascertained. Some seventy 
men were employed in the building, 

As soon as news of the disaster was 
received a special train with six- doc- 
tors was rushed to the scene, and the 
seriously injured were brought to tho 
hospital here, Several at a late hour 
tonight were in a critical condition, 
The following are the names of the 
dead and injured:

MEMORIAL TO 
KITCHENER 


Resolution is Passed in British 
House Authorizing Erection 
of Monument 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June 21-—In moving a 
resolution authorizing the erection of 
“a monument to the late Field Marshal 
Karl Kitchener, out of the’ public 
funds, with an inseription expressing 
admiration of the public for his fl- 
lustrious career and gratitude for his 
services, Premier Asquith, in the House 
of Commons today recalled the recent 
meeting of Lord Kitchener with mem- 
bers of the House, which ended in 
the fleld marshal and his most persis- 
tent and irreconciliable critics parting 
on terms of mutual respect, 

When Lord Kitchener said farewell 
to him after two years of intercourse, 
through all the strain and stress of 
the war, continued the premier, there 
was no thought of anything more than 
a temporary parting; 

“Providence,” said the premier, 
“was preparing for him a sudden re- 
lief from the burden of care and toil, 
and we who shared his counsels in 
the greatest emergency of our time 
can only bow our heads before the 
Supreme will.”

United States Takes Horses. 

CHICAGO, June 21—Horses origin- 
ally intended for the British and 
French are being brought forward for 
the Illinois Guards, Nearly 2,000 
horses which were to have seen ser- 
vice in Europe were inspected yester- 
day. U.S, needs are given preference 
to these of Europe. 


Takes Ammunition. 

LAREDO, Texas, June 21—Seven 
million rounds of ammunition has 
been taken in charge by Carranza au- 
thorities throughout Mexico and the 
government factory is working 24 
hours daily, with an output of 30,000 
rounds of cartridges daily. 

Russian Attack Was Fierce, 

VIENNA, June 21—Austria is sad 
over their third evacuation of Czer- 
nowitz, but quietly confident that it is 
only temporary. Evacuation saved the 
city’s — destruction, Fugitives now 
struggling into Vienna describe the 
flerceness of the Russian attack and 
the devastation caused by it, and the 
final scenes in Czernowitz, from which 
all but a hundred had fled, The Rus- 
sian fire obliterated wire tangles, 
trenches and all life. 

Austrian Army Cut in Two. 

LONDON, June 21—Gen. Pflanzer's 
Austrian army in Bukowina has been 
cut in two, When the Austrians re- 
tired from Czernowitz part of them re- 
treated south along Roumania, and 
others towards the Carpathians.

Under the voluntary system the 
State declares it to be evry man’s 
right to choose freely wiether he 
shall or shall not enlist. ‘To carry 
on any sort of recruiting effort 
which ignores or denies that right 
makes the voluntary system a pre- 
tentious farce. 


Washington has explained to 
Carranza that it only aims to pro- 
tect United States territory from 
further raids by Mexican bandits. 


If that concession does not keep 
the peace, President Wilson may 
fairly claim that no concession 
could do it. Most other powers 
would have also insisted on guar- 
antees for the protection of lives 
and property of their citizens in 
Mexico. Washington evidently 
takes the ground that any Ameri- 
ean who has put himself or his 
money inside the bandit preserves 
deserves to be left to look out for 
himself, or is quite capable of 
doing so. Among other activities 
produced by the exchange of notes 
there is likely to be a brisk exodus 
of United States citizens from 
Mexico, and a good deal of pro- 
perty offering there at bargain 
prices. 


Canadians mourning for brave 
men fallen in the ‘‘ bloody salient’’ 
are entitled to believe that these 
men were not lost through the 
stupidity of the staffs of the Brit- 
ish and French armies in setting 
them to hold a salient which could 
be abandoned without disadvant- 
age, but that they fell holding a 
position that is essential to the 
security of Britain, or of France, 
or to the successful carrying on of 
the war along the western front. 
Ypres is a gateway to Calais, and 
Calais is a gateway to London and 
world supremacy. It may be that 
if the enemy passed Ypres they 
could be stopped elsewhere, The 
judgment of the allied command- 
ers is that they can be best stopped 
at Ypres. The Canadian people 
in their hour of sorrow will put 
faith in the correetness of — that 
judgment and hold to the assur- 
ance that our men have not died 
in vain, 

Berlin papers claim that German 
Americans resent President Wil- 
son's protests against the slaugh 
ter of American citizens as part of 
Berlin’s submarine warfare, and 
say that they intend to express 
this resentment and make it effeec- 
tive in the ballot boxes when the 
presidential election comes round. 
German Americans may or may 
not deserve the reputation for 
treason to their American citizen- 
ship with which the Berlin papers 
invest them. If they do not de- 
serve it they are no worse lied 
about than German people living 
elsewhere have been by the same 
papers. Berlin has steadily main- 
tained that people of German birth 
or parentage living in other coun- 
tries are traitors to the flags they 
have sworn allegiance to, and will- 
ing and anxious to do what they 
can to have these flags hauled 
down in token of submission. to 
Germany as dictator of the world, 
That German people resident in 
other countries at war with Ger- 
many and in neutral countries 
have neither been herded into jail 
nor kicked over the borders is be- 
eause Berlin’s estimate of them 
has not been believed, The extent 
to which they enjoy citizenship 
rights and public confidence in fn- 
ture will depend upon the extent 
to which their conduct proves that 
Berlin has libelled them,

The Monetary Times caleulates 
that the United States has lent the 
Allies $950,000,000 from the be- 
ginning of last year to the spring 
of the present year, The calcula 
tion supplies nearly a billion rea- 
sons why Germany should want 
the U.S. money markets closed to 
the Allies.

We may as- 
sume, therefore, that the worst of 
the city’s financial troubles have 
been stalled for two years, and 
that the market question has been 
settled, 

The Canadian wheat growers 
are not in business for the benefit 
of their health. They are not more 
averse than others to getting all 
they legitimately can for their 
product. The annual fall rush of 
grain from the Canadian fields to 
the seaboard does not proceed 
from any desire on the part of the 
wheat-growers to dump _ their 
wheat on a low price market, but 
from the necessity of paying their 
store bills and notes to implement 
companies, and of buying coal, 
clothing and food for their fami 
lies for the winter. It may not 
take any great effort of logic to 
prove that there is money in held- 
ing wheat till spring. But it does 
take some effort to show the farm- 
er in ordinary circumstances how 
he is going to do it. Advice to 
hold his wheat is useless to the 
farmer unless he is, or is put, in 
position to take the advice.

AGRICULTURAL LAND SETTLE- 
MENT. 
Editor, Bulletin, 

Dear Sir,—-I was exceedingly inter- 
ested in Mr, Stevens’ article a few days 
ago on this subject. 

May 1, however, point out the weak- 
est spot in the homesteading laws? 

Mr, Stevens suggests the catering for 
the moneyed class of settlers; but how 
many are there likely to be of this 
class?> Not 6 per cent, 

The settlers we ure getting and 
those we are likely to get, as well as 
the returned soldiers will have small 
capital or none at all, and if we have 
to rely on the men of means only, we 
shall be a long time before we get 
the homesteads taken up. 

No! The problem that faces us is 
the successful settling on the land of 
men who will work but have no capi- 
tal. 

Mr, Steyens points out the large 
humber of homesteads that go out of 
cultivation the moment the holder gets 
his patent, but he gives no reasons for 
this. I will, however, 

The majority of these men are bach- 
elors who started in with nothing, do- 
ing the necessary improvements and 
living by “working out.” They have 
led such a lonely existence and have 
been quite unable to get ahead owing 
to lack of capital that they have pot 
into debt at the store, have bought 
implements and cattle ‘fon time,” and 
are everlastingly looking forward to 
the time when they can get their pat- 
ent, get a mortgage, pay their debts 
and get out of their loneliness 


The problem then is how to keep | 


these men on the land, and my remedy 
is this: 

Let a married man of good charac- 
ter have his patent as soon as he 
chooses his quarter section, i.e, as 
nominal owner so that he can get a 
age immediately on occupancy. 
He not be allowed to handle 
this mortgage money himself but un- 
der the guidance of a government offi- 
cial (a superintendent of agricultural 
settlement). This sum would be ex- 
pended in lumber for a house and 
barn, some fencing, implements, a 
team, as well as cows, sows, chickens, 
etc., just as far as it would go. The 
mortgagor (which might be the Dom- 
inion or Provincial government) would 
have a lien on everything and by 
charging the homesteader 1 per cent. 
more for interest than they can bor- 
row at, they would be able to run the 
scheme without loss, 

The homesteader would have to 
agree to give up his home at any time 
if the government decided that he 
would not be a success, and another 
man put in his place, 

Preferably this scheme should be 
tried in a district where homesteads 
Were not few or far between so that 
the superintendent could supervise a 
number of them, 

I know these would be some dis- 
tance from a railway, but it would 
be the business of this superintendent 
to arrange for everything to be work- 
ed on a co-operative plan; this to in- 
clude purchase of material, seed, ete., 
in bulk; marketing grain, stock, etc., 
in car lots, even the joining up of two 
or more settlers for the purchase of 
the more expensive implements such 
as a binder, or seeder, 

A creamery and cheese factory 
would be a good investment when the 
humber of cattle warranted. In fact, 
there is no end to the co-operative 
work that could be done under the 
guidance of a “live’ and qualified su- 
perintendent, 

This is very brief, but if it interests 
the powers that be [ shall be delight- 
ed to work out the whole scheme from 
a dollar and cent point of view. 
Finally, each married settler could 
have a single man as apprentice (on 
wages) for one year and if at the end 
of that time it was found that he was 
worthy of it-in every way, this single 
man could have a homestead of his 
own in the scheme, 

This, I suggest, will solve the prob- 
lem of both new settlers and returned 
soldiers also, 

I hope this will start a discussion on 
the matter,

OF TWENTY-EIGHT _ 
HOTELS IN CITY 
SIX WILL CLOSE 


General Change Wiil Take Place 
Following Coming Into Effect 
of Prohibition 


Of the twenty-elgnt hotels at pre- 
sent in business in the city, six will 
close up when the new licensing act 
comes into operation, July 1. These 
are: Brunswick, Jasper, Strathcona 
(South Side), Transit (Fort Road), St. 
Elmo, and Windsor (South Side), 

The following will continue to carry 
on what might be described as the 
hotel ‘trade proper, that is providing 
accommodation for guests, although 
in some cages the continuance may be 
only temporary, as some of the pro- 
prietors stated, when seen by a repre- 
sentative of the Bulletin, would onl 
say they would continue open until 
after the fair at least: Alberta, Cecil, 
Commercial (South Side), Edmonton, 
Empire, Leland, Macdonald, Northern, 
Pendennis, Queen's, Richelieu, Royal 
George, Selkirk, St, Petersburg and 
Yale. 

A number of these are carrying out 
alterations to meet the changed condi- 
tions of business, enlarging their din- 
ing rooms and introducing provision 
for new features. Apparently so far 
as could be learned, after a fairly gen- 
eral canvass of the situation, the in- 
tention is to close up the bar but not 
for the present remove the _ fixtures, 
This is probably in view of the action 
of the Hudson's Bay company in Win- 
nipeg, a case that has aroused a great 
deal of interest among the hotel pro- 
prietors of the city, 

In the case of the following houses 
nothing definite could be learned of 
their intentions in regard to the fu- 
ture: Castle, Dominion (South Side), 
Grand (North Edmonton), Savoy and 
St. James.
